The Chines* Population wan Looting and 


Ulotlug ami Threatening l)e»true-- 


tlon to All JforelBncru vvlien 


the Japanese Arrived. 


(Correspondence of tho United Press ) 
Toklo July 11' —On the 5th of June, Just 


tivo da'vs after tho capture of Kelung. 
,ho president of tho Formosan republic 
hid farewell to that ephemeral affair and 
absconded to rejoin his family In China 
lie covered his fight by the usual llifalll- 
•lile expedient, a shower of sllyer. Fifty 
thousand dollars distributed among his 
bodyguard purchased these gentlemen's 
conrCKanco, and at 1 a. m. tho president 
nnd ex-Governor was non-inventus. His 
example was speedily followed by all 
ihfl other high officials of the republic. 
Very soon it became known that these 
magnates had departed, leaving their 
fellow republicans 
to shift for them- 


selves, immediately tbo latter rose to the 
occasion. They Invaded the president's 
vamen 
looted the treasury, smnshec 


everything not worth carrying away and 
set fire to the buildings. These things 
happened at Talpeh, the chief town of 
Northern Formosa, some 17 miles by ral 
from Kelung, which tho Japanese had

and thlthsr by the shock. As tho day 
grew older the range of looting and de- 
struction widened, and It be™ me evident 
trat the whole city w««' In Imminent dan- 
der of fire and sack. - English and Ger- 
man marine* guarded the forelKit hongs, 
but their numbers being small, they could 
do nothing to s*v« the Chinese residents 
from tho fate that threatened them. It 
was known that the Japanese advance 
guard was within 10 miles of the place, 
nnd ever) one prayed for Its coming, but 
bow to reach It across a belt of fr^c 
shooting was the question. Finally three 
voung Englishmen, heavily armed, rode 
out of the Talpsh at noon, and reached 
the Japanese lines In a couple of hours. 
They were stopped by a sentry who. to 
their surprise, • asked them In excellent 
English whither they were going, and 
very soon they found themselves at the 
quarters of the officer In command, a 
"little -Chinese .temple, which, like the 
ramp around It, showed striking signs of 
th<> orderly cleanliness that the Japanese 
love even when campalxiilng. Cordially 
welcomed they, stated their case, and aft- 
er a hospitable reception and a gdbd Tneal 
at the officers' mess, evening-fall saw 
them again en route for Talpeh, accom- 
panied by 500 Japanese soldiers. Consid- 
ering that Talpeb held several thousands 
of Chinese braves, the force sent to save 
it from destruction seemed lnslhiilflcant. 
But the Japanese knew tho value of their 
foe. 
The mere intelligence of the 500 


reels approaching Sufficed to scatter the 
looting and burning mob. Fearing, how- 
ever, that If .he entered the city In-the 
dead of nlglH a panic might ensue, the 
Japanese colonel halted his men three 
miles outside and did not inarch in un- 
til thp dawn of day. All the respectable 
Chinese extended a hearty welcome to 
the new come.s. and Talpeh w«« saved.

The quad racc> was run against time, 
each team going'a mile on Its own hook, 
the one making the fastest trip receiv- 
ing the prize. Peter Uerlo's four-seated

_Butler, A. C. McLeod and F. Haggerty. 
went a superb mile In l.dOS-o, 
new 
world's quod record. 
"King" Michael Dlmberger. paced by 


the latter quad, established a new track 
nnd State amateur record, riding hand- 
scmely In 2KJ1. 


Arthur -Augustus 
Zlmmeiinan, 
the 


champion of everywhere, rode a mile be- 
hind a professional quad manned by 
Starbuck. Cutler, Baker and Bartholo- 
mew in 1:181-5. This Is the fastest mile 
ever- ridden by the only "'Mm" In this 
country, and" considering tho fact that 
the champion Is all out of-condition, it 
was wonderful time.

Free Sllrer In Japan. 


'iho rcasSn for TSe'IOMcs wKlclTthe'p? 


& O. Steamship company have sustained 
in the carrying trode between Great Brit- 
ain and Asia Is almost self evident. The 
Japanese at present are enabled to m»ko 
h-oods with marvelous cheapness, because 
under the free sliver policy In vogue In 
Japan wages arc far lower than they are 
In Great Britain; so that the British 
manufacturer has been crowded out of 
the Asiatic market at a pace which Is 
extremely discouraging to the British 
merchants generally. It Is plain enough 
that if tho price of sliver could be re- 
stored to Its former proportions, or If 
the civilized nations of the world could 
be'^ersuaded to adopt some general ratio 
of free coinage, conditions would grow 
more favorable for British trade with tho 
Orient.'- 


If. 'for 'example, Japan, England and 


the other leading nations, Including the 
United States, shouldi agree to adopt 
free coinage aC a ratio of 20. 25 or even 30 
to 1. In .a reasonably short time values 
would be adjusted to the changed condi- 
tions. As matters now stand, however, 
the British merchant and the British 
manufacturer have lost a very large 
amount of tiade In tho far KMI; and for 
that reason a strong sentiment in faror 
of some bimetallic action Is already no- 
ticeable among several classes of British 
business men. Whether that sentiment 
Is strong enough, or Is likely within the 
near future to be strong enough, to 
bring the British government Into cor- 
dial sympathy with the increment for 
International bimetallism remains to be
